The typesetting was much better than I expected so I am 
delighted overall. -- but 

I am very disappointed that your typesetters did not use 
appropriate italic type in the text of denominational descriptions 
in the Pennsylvania section. Instead they used slanting Roman 
type. I very carefully specified italic and underlined it 
wherever needed. The money itself uses typical italic type just 
as your typesetters did when they set the title to reference books. 

This is a lot of work to change as there are four spellings 
of Pennsylvania where italics are used. After all the work I did 
I find it confusing to see slanted Roman which is. so close to 
vertical Roman. It will confuse the readers unnecessarily. This 
is. new material for this editon. 

I think you should make the changes. I do not show changes 
in my proofreading. Your typesetters will hate me but I like then. 
It. only involves Pennsylvania and only a scattering of entries. 

Could you paste the proper italic spelling over the top of the 
slanted Roman ? Then you would not have to reset anything else. 
Make a pile of each spelling and cut them close and stick them on. 
Maybe only one line can be replaced rather than the group of nearby 
entries. 2

L’introduction de l’esclavage qui aurait pu 
faire sortir la colonisation de son marasme était contrariée par l’hostilité des missions reli- 
gieuses et par le gouvernement royal. I] n’existait done pas de mouvements d’échange sus- 
ceptibles de provoquer une circulation monétaire de quelque importance. Si donc |’émis- 
sion de 1719 a été faite, les 20 millions de livres ont été utilises dans le royaume et les 
sommes peu importantes envoyées dans la colonie en sont bien vite réparties. Quant a 
la circulation métallique, elle devait-étre assurée par les émissions ordonnées par l’édit 
de juin 1721. Un arrét du Conseil du 30 aodt 1721 qui met a la charge de la Compagnie des 
Indes les frais de fabrication prévoit l’envoi des monnaies en Louisiane et 4 Bourbon. 


En 1725 la Louisiane ne comptait que 3.700 blancs, dont 1.000 a la Nouvelle-Orléans 
et 1.300 négres. Dans son existence francaise elle ne dépassa jamais 7.000 habitants*.

Ce fut ’époque des rafles qui sroupérent les filles detenues, les vagabonds, les condamnes 
graciés.

et du Canada qui voulurent se soustraire a la domination anglaise. 


La Compagnie des Indes qui avait succédé a celle du Mississipi ne put continuer ses 
efforts, elle renonca en 1731 a son privilége.

Cet acte est le dernier connu relatif a la circulation monétaire en Louisiane. Absorbée 
par les obligations de la guerre contre l’Angleterre, la monarchie fut amenée par la force des 
choses, a prendre de moins en moins d’intérét aux affaires de cette colonie. Pour se rallier 
Espagne a la fin de la guerre de Sept ans, Louis XV lui promit des compensations territo- 
riales la relevant des pertes qu’elle pourrait subir du fait de son alliance. En échange de la 
Floride cédée par l’Espagne a |’Angleterre qui lui restituait Manille et Cuba, la France aban- 
donnait secréetement la Louisiane. Cet abandon ne fut communique aux populations que le 
21 avril 1764. Les véhémentes protestations de nos colons et les représailles qui suivirent 


n’entrent pas dans le cadre de cet ouvrage.

Enclosed is the original artist mock-up for the cover of The Early Paper Money of 
America. You’ll note that it is a close rendition of the original with a few 
exceptions: 

e The spine type was rotated 180 degrees to conform to publishing standards 
and reduced in size to fit the Krause logo. 

e The title and author name were increased in size. This is a marketing issue; we 
could knock the size down a couple of points from current, but the original was 
too small for easy identification from a distance. 

The red color was problematic in that trying to match the specified Pantone 
1945C provided a process color that was very magenta-oriented and difficult 
to see against the blue background. Instead, we created a process equivalent 
that closely matched the red on the enclosed mock-up. 


Note that the mock-up was identified as 109% of actual size; the differential is 
actually greater than this (111%) which should been taken into consideration 
when comparing the two version. Also, we still need you to select a location for 
the UPC/EAN code. | suggest upper left-hand corner to avoid covering up some of 
the artwork. 


Please call me back at your earliest possible convenience with your comments. 
Changing the size of the artwork will be no problem; obviously we want to avoid 
distorting the appearance of the bills or misleading collectors as to their relative 
size.
